SAND  IN  MY  SHOES  -  COAL  IN  MY  PAST 

Steve  Ratliff 
NSCA  #206 

Coal  scrip  is  my  tie  to  my  origins  in  the  coal  fields 
of  Southwest  Virginia.  I  was  born  in  Richlands,  Virginia 
but  due  to  the  depressed  conditions  of  those  post  war 
years,  my  parents  moved  from  Grundy,  Virginia  to  Florida  to 
find  a  better  life.  The  only  contact  I  had  with  coal  after 
that  was  to  wipe  it  from  the  bottoms  of  the  white  enameled 
steel  chairs  on  my  Grandfather's  front  porch  during  our 
annual  pilgrimage  back  to  Grundy  each  summer.  I  looked 
forward  to  these  visits,  not  only  to  see  my  Grandparents, 
but  to  watch  the  steam  locomotives  of  Northfolk  and  Western 
push  the  strings  of  coal  cars  up  the  steep  grades  of 
Buchanan  county.  My  brother  and  I  would  sit  on  my 
Grandfather's  porch  and  count  the  coal  cars,  hopeing  to 
find  a  train  that  beat  the  previous  days  record  length. 
These  visits  ended  when  my  Grandfather  died  and  my 
Grandmother  moved  to  Florida  with  us. 

On  a  vist  to  my  Parents  and  Grandmother  in  1972  my 
Grandmother  gave  me  a  $1.00  piece  of  scrip  from  Banner 
Raven  Coal  Corporation  and  explained  to  me  that  my 
Grandfather  John  had  been  working  for  Banner  Raven  in  1921 
when  my  Father  was  born  in  Drill.  Being  a  U.S.  coin 
collector  of  many  years,  I  took  an  immediate  interest  and 
tried  to  find  out  more  about  scrip  with  little  success  at 
first.  I  ran  an  ad  in  the  Virginia  Mountineer  newspaper  and 
got  several  pieces.  In  the  mean  time  I  found  Caldwell's 
book  in  the  ANA  library  and  I  ordered  it  and  shortly 
thereafter  became  a  NSCA  member. 

I  get  great  satisfaction  from  my  collecting  of  coal 
scrip.  It  ties  me  back  to  my  forebearers  who  were  among  the 
first  to  settle  the  rugged  coal  rich  land  of  Buchanan 
County  Virginia  and  Eastern  Kentucky  in  the  1790 's.  It 
fills  a  need  in  me  to  remember  my  origins  and  provides  a 
way  for  me  to  pass  this  history  on  to  my  son  and  daughter. 

I  now  have  sand  in  my  shoes  and  never  want  to  return  to 
the  beautiful  mountains,  but  I  never  want  to  forget  them  — 
and  I  remember  each  time  I  pick  up  a  piece  of  scrip.

THE  TEXAS  LUMBERMAN  REPORT

(Coranents  and  Questions  are  invited  ! ! ) 

Aldridge.  Texas  (NW  Jasper  Co):  Town  was  established  in  1093  by  the  Aldridge  Linker  Co. 
1  Frailes  from  Japser,  Texas.  Aldridge  also  owned  and  operated  the  Burrs  Ferry, 
Browndell  and  Chester  RR.  The  mill  was  dismantled  in  1920  and  the  railroad  was 
abandoned  in  1925.  (Trantow  and  TEXAS  TRADE  TOKENS  list  a  25c  A1  token  from  the 
Croow-Moore  Umber  Co. ,  Aldridge,  Texas) . 

Bon  Ami,  Texas  (E  C  Jasper  Co. ) :  A  mill  was  established  in  1901  by  Lee  Irvine 

Linker  Col  The  town  was  first  called  Leeton  for  D.  J.  Lee,  one  of  the  partners. 

It  was  renamed  when  the  post  office  was  established  in  1902  by  R.  J.  Cooper,  the 
first  postmaster,  to  honor  the  name  of  the  Louisiana  town  Bon  Ami.  The  sawmill 
had  a  daily  capacity  of  25000  board  feet  in  1902  when  it  was  sold  to  the  Bean  Linker 
Co.  who  operated  it  until  1929,  when  the  mill  was  moved  and  the  site  abandoned. 

(No  tokens  are  known.) 

Bunker  Hill,  Texas  (S  E  Jasper  Co.):  In  1907  a  railroad  switch  was  laid  for  loading 
tinker  and  ties.  In  1916  the  Western  Naval  Stores  Co.  established  a  turpentine 
camp  called  Bancroft  for  their  distillery  at  Lancroft,  La.  The  camp  was  abandoned 
in  1918.  (No  tokens  are  known.) 

Fords  Bluff,  Texas  (S  W  Jasper  Co):  The  Kirby  Lumber  Co.  operated  a  sinngle  mill  in 
1902.  They  later  started  a  sawmill  in  1094  and  John  Henry  Kirby  changed  the  name 
to  Evadale  in  honor  of  a  daughter.  The  site  originally  had  been  purchased  by  three 
brothers,  John  A.,  Philip  V  and  Charles  T.  Ford  of  Baltimore,  Md.  in  1851  with 
the  intention  of  building  a  steam  powered  sawmill.  Prior  to  this  the  site  was 
known  as  Richardson’s  Bluff  for  Benjamin  Richardson,  an  early  pioneer.  Philip 
Ford  went  to  New  Orleans  in  1852  to  purchase  machinery.  He  contacted  yellow  fever 
and  died  after  returning  home.  The  other  brothers  sold  out  and  went  back  to 
Maryland.  This  was  in  Important  shipping  point  during  the  river  logging  era.  (No 
tokens  are  known  except  that  Kirby  tokens  used  the  same  tokens  at  all  locations.) 

Kirbyville,  Texas  (EC  Jasper  Co.):  This  town  was  named  for  John  Henry  Kirby,  who 
was  known  as  the  "Prince  of  Pines".  It  was  established  in  1895  when  the  Gulf, 
Beaumont  and  Kansas  City  RR  reached  the  area.  It  was  laid  out  by  Kirby  and  R. 

P.  Allen  and  the  first  lots  were  sold  May  1,  1895.  A  sawmill  was  built  in  1896 
by  the  Conn  and  Withers  Linker  Co.  which  became  Kirby  Linker  Co.  mill  in  1902. 
Operations  continued  until  1917  when  the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire.  (TIT  and 
the  Supplement  lists  a  5,  25  &  $1  A1  token  from  T.  E.  Pearson  and  Sons  and  an 
IS09  lc  br  token  for  W.C.  Causler  (probably  a  merchant).  Tokens  also  are  shown 
for  Kirby  Lumber  Co.  in  5,  10  &  50c  Al) . 

New  Blox  Texas  (N  W  Japser  Co.) :  The  tcwn  was  established  in  1924  by  Kirby  Lumber  Co. 
on  a  tram  road  leading  from  Blox,  Texas.  The  new  site  was  a  sub  camp  for  Blox 
and  had  a  peak  population  of  750,  and  logged  eight  million  feet  of  timber  a  month. 

In  1948  the  camp  was  abandoned  and  the  installation  removed.  (No  tokens  known.) 


IN  MEMDRY  OF  GORDON  DQDRILL  :  Word  was  received  from  Mrs.  Arm  Dodrill,  536  E.  Garden 
Road,  Pittsburgh,  PA  15227  in  late  December  that  Gordon  passed  away  on  Nov.  21,  1981. 
She  indicated  that  he  had  been  very  ill  with  cancer.  I  am  sure  that  Arm  would  be 
pleased  to  hear  from  his  many  friends  and  she  indicated  that  she  was  making  plans  to 
attend  the  10th  Anniversary  NSCA  event  in  Beckley.  As  nest  of  you  are  aware,  Gordon 
was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  in  scrip  collecting  and  attended  several  of  our  meetings. 
He  worked  for  many  years  in  the  preparation  of  his  book,  "20,000  Coal  Company  Stores" 
which  he  had  printed  at  his  expense.  Gordon  donated  his  original  files  and  records 
on  coal  scrip  to  NSCA  and  this  material  has  been  featured  in  our  bulletin.  For  many 
years,  he  operated  (with  Arm)  a  coin  shop  in  Pittsburgh.  I  know  that  a  host  of  NSCA 
members  join  me  in  expressing  our  deepest  sympathy  to  Arm. 


SCRIP  I  DENT  CHART  : :  In  Memory  Of  Gordon  Dodrill  ! !  Gordon  prepared  the  art  work 
and  donated  this  to  NSCA  along  with  the  original  draft  of  his  book  -  his  thousands 
of  file  cards  on  the  various  mine  locations  -  as  well  as  'rubbings'  of  thousands  of 
tokens  that  have  been  used  in  "SCRIP  TALK"  at  various  times.  Too,  the  copy  of  the 
logo  that  he  used  for  his  book  cover  is  now  being  used  on  the  front  page  of  each 
issue  of  "SCRIP  TALK" . . .
